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Garden helps green thumbs maintain skill set

A new greenhouse is 
helping senior residents at 
the Didsbury hospital 
unearth old pastimes and 
memories. 

Unit 4 residents recently 
received a grant from 
Imperial Oil to purchase 
and construct a green¬ 
house in Reiber Park which 
borders the hack of the 
building. 

"It always gives me pleas¬ 
ure,” said Irene Cote of gar¬ 
dening. She remembers liv¬ 
ing on a farm and having a 
quarter acre to plant all her 
favourite vegetables. “I'd 
have rows and rows in the 
garden. It’s nice to be close 
to them again and be able 
to reach out and touch 
each one.” 

Cote can’t get into the six 
by eight house because it’s 
not wheelchair accessible. 
But she’s able to sit outside 
and look in and tend to the 
flower beds nearby. 

“We call her our guardian 
angel of the flowers,” said 
Patty Heath, recreational 
therapist for Unit 4. “She 
watches them and worries 
for them especially with 
the bad weather. 
Thankfully we haven’t been 


hailed out this year.” 

The construction of the 
greenhouse is part of a hor 
ticulture program that 
allows seniors to maintain 
their skills with gardening, 
giving them a chance to 
dig, plant and care for the 
plants. 

“It also gives them a 
chance to reminisce and 
talk about the past,” said 
Heath. 

The group started with 
potted plants in March and 
is starting to see green pep¬ 
pers, tomatoes and cucum¬ 
bers bud in the house. 

Next year, they hope to 
take the plants out of the 
pots and put them in the 
ground. 

“It’s great,” said Brian 
Banfield, who’s been help¬ 
ing tend to the tomatoes 
growing inside. 

“They’re unbelievable big 
ripe tomatoes,” he said. 
The plants aren’t ready for 
harvest but when they are, 
the food will be brought 
inside and eaten by the res¬ 
idents. 

“Anything we harvest we 
will utilize at our dining 
table. We’ll do special 
meals, say a harvest meal, 
in September and we’ll uti¬ 
lize the tomatoes and what¬ 
ever else at that time,” said 


Heath. 

Cote and Banfield are 
part of a gardening club 
that’s started up in the resi¬ 


dence since the green¬ 
house was constructed. 
They hope more people 
will join. 


“Water is the main thing,” 
advises Cote of a success¬ 
ful garden. 

“Without it they’ll wilt 


and dry out.” 

Saturday was the official 
opening ceremony of the 
greenhouse. 



Substation and transmission lines planned for Didsbury

An open house was held 
last week to provide infor¬ 
mation and answer ques¬ 
tions regarding the propos¬ 
al for a new substation 
near Didsbury. 

Eight people showed up. 

“People wanted to know 
how it would directly 
impact them,” said Robin 
Boschman, communica¬ 
tions advisor for Alta Link. 

She said people didn’t 
raise many concerns, they 



just wanted to know more 
about the substation that if 
approved, will be built 
approximately seven kilo¬ 
metres northwest of 
Didsbury. 

The approximately $200 
million project will 
upgrade transmission facil¬ 
ities in the Red Deer region 
from Wetaskawin down to 
Didsbury. 

The need to upgrade 
transmission operations 
was identified by Alberta 
Electric System Operator 
(AESCO) which forecasts 


electrical demand in the 
region will grow’ by 3.5 per 
cent over the next 10 years. 

Boschman said many of 
the transmission systems 
in Red Deer and the sur¬ 
rounding area were built 40 
to 50 years ago and popula¬ 
tion growth, along with 
technology advances in the 
last 50 years, have 
increased the strain on the 
electric system. 

Alta Link plans to build a 
new substation in Didsbury 
as well as two kilometres 
of transmission that will 
connect with existing 
transmission lines in the 
area. If it’s built, the exist¬ 
ing switching station, locat¬ 
ed six kilometres north¬ 
west of Didsbury will be 
removed, along with two 
kilometres of associated 
transmission line. 

The open house on 
Tuesday afternoon and 
early evening was meant to 
gather feedback from the 
public on the location for 
the transmission lines and 
substation. Boschman 
expects to continue gather¬ 
ing feedback until the end 
of the year 

“From now until the end 
of the year we w ill be con¬ 


sulting and gathering infor¬ 
mation ... then we’ll come 
back and consult again 
(with our findings).” She 
said if the file is approved 
in 2012, construction will 
begin as soon as 2013. 

AESCO filed a needs 
application to the Alberta 
Utilities Commission 
(AUC) in May 2011. The 
application has to be 
approved before any con¬ 


struction can begin. Alta 
Link, the legal owner of the 
transmission facilities in 
the area, is responsible for 
the upgrades. After consul¬ 
tation is complete, they 
will file a facilities applica¬ 
tion with the AUC in 
February 2012, which must 
be approved before con¬ 
struction begins. 

The $200 million project 
represents approximately 


$0.20 per month on a typi¬ 
cal residential utility bill, 
estimates information 
handed out by Alta Link at 
last week’s open house.

Changing how we pay doctors doesn’t guarantee better care

added to their roster and each GP would receive bonus 
payments for working additional days. 

It is important to recognize that altering physician pay¬ 
ment methods will not necessarily resolve the lack of 
access to GP services. In fact, the wrong payment system 
could actually worsen the problem because, people, when 
faced with modifications in incentives, change their 
behavior in order to maximize their return under the new 
‘rules of the game.’ And the result might differ from what 
policy-makers intended. 

For example, consider the results of Ontario’s introduc¬ 
tion of a capitation model for physician funding in 2001, 
where doctors are paid based on the number of patients 
on their roster, not on how many times a patient is seen or 
how much time a doctor spends with their patients. The 
objective was to save money and increase physician serv¬ 
ice-levels, thus reducing the number of people without a 
regular family doctor. The real outcome was something 
different. 

Economic theory suggests that this type of funding cre¬ 
ates incentives for providers to under-serve patients as 
they are not remunerated for the volume of services pro¬ 
vided, and encourages physicians to add younger healthi¬ 
er patients to their rosters over those that actually need 
medical care. Since physicians are paid an annual fee per 
patient, regardless of the time and volume spent treating 
patients, there is an incentive to work less - not more. 

And that’s almost exactly what happened in Ontario. 
While the number of patients without a family doctor 
decreased slightly following the change in payment sys¬ 
tems, access for patients who required medical care did 
not improve. A 2009 study by Glazier and colleagues 
found that ()ntario GPs paid a flat annual fee based on a 
patient roster (capitation) had fewer sick patients, higher 


rates of patient use of emergency departments, enrolled 
fewer new patients, and provided less after-hours care 
compared to those that were paid according to volume of 
service and quality of care (fee-for-service). Instead of 
increasing access and saving money, Ontario's capitation 
model arguably made sicker patients worse-off. 

While it is encouraging that the government of Quebec 
is attempting to increase access to primary health care 
providers, the best way to achieve this goal is to increase 
the supply of Canadian physicians. First, training of 
Canadian students must be increased. Further, provinces 
should take advantage of the vast number of foreign- 
trained doctors living in Canada who may be able to 
increase the physician supply in the near term. However, 
while foreign-trained doctors should be free to train and 
become practitioners in Canada, governments should not 
be providing financial support for their training. 

Though the province of Quebec is not replicating the 
mistakes that were made in Ontario by implementing a 
pure* capitation model (the proposal includes a fee-for- 
service incentive for working extra hours), providing 
bonus payments for registering patients will likely result 
in the same experience as Ontario. 

The provincial government should tread cautiously, 
with the knowledge that introducing bonuses based on 
patient rosters instead of simply focusing on fee-for-serv¬ 
ice will not necessarily encourage an increase in the vol¬ 
ume of services - w hich is key in reducing wait times and 
ultimately increasing access for patients who require 
medical care. 

Simply modifying physician payment methods, and 
more specifically moving away from a fee-for-service 
model, will likely only exacerbate Canada’s doctor 
shortage.

Hippocratic Oath, empirical 
evidence shows us that they too, are influenced by 
money. 

Therefore, it’s important that the economic incentives 
created by physician payment methods are aligned with 
the wishes of Canadians, but also objectively scrutinized 
for their potential unintended consequences. 

That said, it is wrong to assume that simply adjusting 
physician payment methods will allow governments to fix 
the self-inflicted predicament of a Canada’s doctor short - 
age. 

In Quebec, where 25 per cent of the province’s popula¬ 
tion aged 12 and older does not have a regular family doc¬ 
tor (compared to 15.2 per cent nationally), general practi¬ 
tioners are being offered financial incentives through 
bonuses to take on more patients. The provincial govern¬ 
ment is offering doctors $.140 million in bonuses and 
incentives to accept new patients and work more hours, 
w ith the aim of increasing access for Quebecers. The pro¬ 
posed deal would give doctors $100 for every new patient

Weekend of culture featured at music fest

A vibrant three days of art and music continued an 
annual Carstairs tradition. 

The increasingly popular Mountain View Music Fest 
(MVMF) brought an assortment of musicians to town 
Aug. 5-7. 

“Once again the festival had an amazing turnout," said 
Jason Valleau, MVMF artistic director. 

“I’d say it's another good one.” 

The festival offered a full slate of performances includ¬ 
ing headliner Charlie Major. 

Major, a noted Canadian country music veteran, played 
the stage with Valleau’s versatile band, the Polyjesters. 
Initially, Major and the Polyjesters were supposed to play 
one song together, but they joined forces for nine. This 
after only a short rehearsal in a trailer backstage 

“It was another great collaboration,” Valleau said. 

“It was another friend ntade in the industry, another 
future possible project. 

“I’m very proud of the Polyjesters, they always step up 
and play whatever you throw at each other.” 

Earlier that weekend, the Polyjesters teamed up with 
the character-filled Blues musician Frank Schapp. 
Schapp, a New York resident, met Jason Valleau and 
Sheldon Valleau in France 10 years ago. A long-standing 
friendship that resulted in a collaborative album. I.ast 
weekend’s MVMF performance was Schapp’s fourth. 

“The music’s great,” Schaap said. 

“It's the kind of festival, not putting down Calgary Folk 
or any of those big festivals, this one still stays real grass¬ 
roots. 

“They also allow people that are maybe not ready for 
mainstage stuff like - they let younger kids come in and 
do some playing. It’s real grassroots that way.” 

On teaming up with the Polyjesters this weekend, 
Schaap said it came with ease. 

“They can sing a menu," Schaap said of the colourful 
band’s chameleon ability. 

“They can play with anybody." 

With blues, folk and country, the festival was a mixed 
bag of easy-listening genres. 

This included the musical showcase l>eing kicked off 


with high-energy reggae band Souljah Fyah. The 
Edmonton-based group closed last year’s show and was 
eager to be the 2011 opening act. 

“It was super fun," said Janaya Ellis, the group’s lead 
vocalist, who helped bring people out of their seats. 

“Everyone was willing to oblige our request to dance. 

“I feel like if we haven’t (made people dance) we 
haven’t had our show." 

The hip, all-female quartet Magnolia Buckskin, played 
sets at both the mainstage at Memorial Park and the 
cosier Roulston Museum. 

Natasha Platt, a vocalist with Buckskin, grew up on a 
farm just west of Carstairs. 

Platt set's the value in what the music fest brings to the 
area. 

“I love them for doing this," Platt said of the Valleau 
brothers’ creative project, during an interview in the 
band’s trailer. 

“It does so much for the town. All the young people here 
who want to do something creative, it gives them that 
inspiration. 

“They’re having a lot of young people come up, which is 
so important coming up, having that stage time.” 

Bandmate Emily Triggs agrees. 

“I really er\joy the Polyjesters and the work that they’re 
trying to do out in Carstairs in trying to make a name for 
this area, not even just the town," TYiggs said. 

“I love coming out here and knowing that I’m contribut¬ 


ing to that. It’s genuine. It’s a true festival. There’s no arro¬ 
gance about it. It hasn’t gotten too big." 

Triggs was raised and honed her craft in Hemmingford, 
Quebec. 

“It’s good to support small town culture,” Triggs said. 
“What they do here Ls what I dream of doing in my home¬ 
town." 

Other performers included Lunch at Allen’s, Tim Hus, 
Lynn Miles, Rob Szabo, Kii\jo Brothers, Matt Masters, 
Cam Penner, Cara Luft, Keister Family Fiddlers, T. 
Buckley, Brent TVler, 100 Mile House, The Ruminants, 
Magnolia Buckskin, Ben Sures, David Mark Sadlier- 
Brown, and Wheat & Water. 

In addition to music, art was brought to the festival 
through its artisan market. 

Vendors included painters, photographers and other 
creative minds, including Angie Dowland. Dowland, of 
Olds, crafts and sells hula hoops. 

“It’s nice that they have it set up where we can all see it 
and ei\joy it," Dowland said. “Especially for me where 1 
can hoop to all the music.” 

Dowland said being part of the artisan market was a 
positive experience. 

“When the band stops and everyone moves around then 
you’re sort of bombarded for a little while,” 
Dowland said. 

“It’s been really good. Everyone else has been so good 
about watching your tent if you want to get some food or 
need to go somewhere. It’s been a really great day so far 
and last night was awesome too.” 

The success of a weekend that brings droves to town 
couldn’t be accomplished with an army of helping hands. 

Valleau credited his team of volunteers for being differ¬ 
ence-makers. 

“The volunteers have stepped up way above and beyond 
their call of duty,” he said. 

Valleau said those involved in arts funding through the 
province attended the event. 

“They were very surprised by how big it’s getting," 
Valleau said. 

“He was blown away by the sense of community and the 
sense of pride in this community. 

“We’re a pretty tight, close-knit family here."

The core group of 
performers who typically 
take part in the produc¬ 
tions is made up of about 
10 to 12 people he guesses, 
but he said people interest¬ 
ed should try out. 

“Some people say, I could 
never do that, or I could 
never go up there and do 
what you do. But if you’re 
the least bit interested, you 
should take a chance.” The 
amateur group will start 
casting calls as soon as the 
script is chosen and final¬ 
ized, but Lewis said audi¬ 
tions aren’t something to 
be nervous about. 

“We don’t really do audi¬ 
tions. My former partner 
always said of auditions - 
‘can you read?’" he said 
smiling. “Then we go from 
there.” 

Lewis, who’s been with 
the group for every produc¬ 
tion since it started in 1992, 
said it’s about the fun. 

“It’s still as much fun now 
as when I started.”
